OTTAWA IN MOURNING 


Over the Death of Sir John Macdonald: 
Flags at Half-Mast. 

Orrawa, Ont., June 7.—Ottawa is a city of 
mourning today. Everywhere are seen signs 
of the general sorrow felt at the loss the nation 
has sustained in the death of Sir John Mac- 
donald, one of her greatest sons. Flags are 
flying at half-mast from the parliament and 
other public buildings and also many private 

„some Of which are draped with crape. 
The United States tiag is floating at half-mast 
over the United States consulate. 

The remains of the dead leader were em- 
balmed this morning. The embalmer says Sir 
John's body is less emaciated tan was gen- 
erally supposed. The casket in which the re- 
mains will be interred was made in West Me- 
riden, Conn. It is of rolled steel and is 
painted a beautiful rose color. The massive 
handles consist of solid bars of oxydized silver 
and extend along botn sides of the coffin. On 
the lidare three large silver figures emblem- 
atic of the flight of time. The outside of the 
casket is make of solid oak and also displays 
heavy silver handles. The inscription on the 
silver plate has not yet been engraved. 

The official programme of funeral arrange- 
ments is as follows: 

The body will be privately moved from 
Earnscliffe to the parliament buildings and 
will lie in state there from 10 o'clock Tuesday 
morning till the hourof the funeral. The 
state funeral will leave the parliament build- 
ings at 1 o’clock Wednesday for St. Alban’s 
hurch and thence to the Canadian Pacific 
railway station, whence the body will be con- 
veyed to Kingston. The body will lie in state 
at the city hall in Kingston until Thursday 
noon, when the interment will take place.

not known. : 

John Dillon, from The St. Louis Post Dis- 
patch, succeeds Turner as manager of The 
World. Pulitzer is on the ocean homeward 
bound. He will arrive tomorrow. It is said 
that his eyesight has been fully restored and 
that he is coming home to take charge of. The 
World in person. There is another story,how- 
ever, to the effect that Pulitzer no longer owns 
any stock in The World, having disposed of it 
for the building in which the paper is printed. 
But as his name is still at the head of the ed.- 
itorial column, the latter story is probably not 
true. 

Frank Munsey has sold The Continent, and 
it is announced that the same syndicate that 
purchased The Commereial Advertiser for 
Colonel Cockerill also bought The Continent, 


and that the two papers will be consolidated 


and publish morning and afternoon editions. 

Brad ford Merrill, formeriy managing editor 
of The Philadelphla Press, has accepted the 
same position on The New York Press, the 
protection organ. 

There are many rumors of other changes, 
but mostof them probably have little or no 
foundation. 

It seems to be generally believed that 
Colonel Cockerill will make his paper a tariff 
reform, anti-Tammany democratic organ.

UNJUST TO MR. GAILOR. 


His Friends Take Exception to the Story 
from Savannah. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 7.—[Special.]— 
The Savannah special to Tue ConsTITUTION, 
printed under the head Choleric Church- 
men, is certainly an injustice to the Rev. 
Thomas F. Gailor. 

Dr. Gailor’s refusal of the bishopric of 
Georgia had no earthly connection with the 
stand which was taken at the convention 
against him.

SHOT AT THE PREACHER, 


Because His Little Swindling Game Was 
Exposed. 

New. Vonxk, June 7.—The following an- 
nouncement was received from Tremont po- 
lice tonight: ‘‘At 4:30 o’clock Saturday after- 
noon an unknown man attempted to shoot 
Rev. Clark Wright, at 178th street and Wash- 
ington avenue. We have arrested William 
Monser on suspicion for felonious assault.“ 

The minister referred to in the police slip is 
Rev. Clark Wright, pastor of the Tremont 
Methodist Episcopal church. He lived at the 
place where the attempt at murder occurred. 

It appears that Monser has been calling on 
the minister lately, saying three or four years 
ago he was connected with Wright’s church. 
He told a story of poverty and wretchedness, 
and of his family actually starving for the want 
of money. Hecalledon the minister on Fri- 
day and was told to come again the following 
day (Saturday). 

Meanwhile the minister made inquiries and 
found that the man was a fraud. On that ac- 
count, when Monser called Saturday after- 
noon Mr. Wright refused to give him any 
money. The fellow whipped out a revolver 
and fired at the minister, and without waiting 
to see if he had killed him or not, ran away. 

Fortunately, he did not hit the pastor. The 
man was foolish enough to come round again 
yesterday, and was arrested. When asked in 
the station house where his revolver was, he 
said: 

„That's all right; I did not shoot anybody.“ 

Nobody had to that time told him why he 
was arrested. He apparently had been doing 
a land office“ business, trying to get money 
from ministers, as he had the names and ad- 
dresses of 480 ministers of this city.

0. W. Belton Has His Second Serious Ac- 


cident on the Cars. 

Macon, Ga., June 7.—{Special.]}—C. W. 
Belton, a white man, was picked up at about 5 
o' clock this morning just beyond the Georgia 
mills in the southern portion of the city. 

Belton had started to Griffin on the Atlanta 
train,Jwhich left Macon at 3:15 o’clock this 
morning. He was last seen on the train until 
discovered by the telegraph operator near the 
junction. , 

The man was unable to speak and it was 
thought he could not live. From his posi- 
tion it was supposed he had met 
with some sort of accident on thetrain, and he 
was consequently picked up and carried to the 
carsbed. 

Dr. Williams, the road’s physician, was 
calledfand examined him, and pronounced his 
condition serious, but not necessarily fatal. 
At about 8or9o’clock this morning Belton 
was able to talk a little, and to those about 
him he said he was on his way to Griffin, where 
he is now living. When he attempted to pass 
from the regular passenger coach to the 
smoker, in some way a small satchel he 
had strapped to his . shoulders became 
entangled in the brake-wheel, pulling him 
backwards and causing him to lose his bal- 
ance. He fell, and this is the last he knew 
for some littletime. He was unable to move 
or speak when he regained his senses, and was 
found in the same position as when he fell, it 
is supposed. If this is true, it was the severe 
fall and coming in contact with the crossties 
that caused him to be so painfully hurt. The 
train was running at full speed at the time, 
and it is a wonder he was not killed. 

Belton is a horse trader, andis well known 
in different parts of the state. He was for a 
long time with J. J. McCafferty, the well- 
known horseman, and for several months he 
resided in Macon. A few years ago, 
it will be remembered, his name was 
heralded throughout the country as the 
terrible victim to a horrible ac- 
cident on the Georgia Patific road. In this 
accident he was almost burned alive,and every 
particle of his skin and a portion of his flesh 
were burned from the body. He was keptina 
bath of linaged oil for several months, and his 
recovery was a marvel, and considered a fine 
piece of medical work. 

Belton is now resting comparatively easy in 
a boarding house on Plum street. is condi- 
tion is still serious, but it is not now thought 
he will die.

rotunda of the Lincoln hotel last evening. 
There was an ominous look between him and 
Colonel Bob McReynolds as the latter spoke. 
Somehow it had just leaked out and reached 
the ears of The Journal that there was some 
unwritten history as to the Nebraska militia 
upon the frontier. A word or two of kindly 
condolence elicited the following from Colonel 
McReynolds, who,as correspondent of The Call, 
has kept very silent heretofore. But in the 
seclusion of a comfortable corridor of the Lin- 
colin hotel, where Major Bates, Colonel Bratt, 
and Colonel Bills of the Second regiment sat 
listening, told the tale of an incident of In- 
dian warfare that, let it be hoped, belongs to 
the last of American atrocities to the original 
inhabitants of the land we possess. 

Said Colonel McReynolds: 

It was very nearly 3 o’clock when Major 
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Bates and myself left Pine Ridge agency. All 
day Indians had been swarming about the 
agency like so many bees around a hive. Each 
one was armed with a Winchester, and had on 
his person no less than 100 rounds of 
ammunition. The wildest excitement had 
prevailed all day, so that when we left the 
agency at that late hour en route to Rushville 
you can believe we were on the alert. 

From Pine Ridge the road led over a plain 
for nearly five miles; then began the range of 
mountains known as Pine Ridge.

Then and Now. 
In one of his speeches President Polk, of 
the national alliance, states the difference 
between cheap and high-priced money very 
clearly, so far as the general effect is con- 
cerned. . 

As President Polk puts it, the high-priced 
dollar lessens the price of labor products, 
while the cheap dollar raises their price. 

We can see how this works by looking at 
our public debt. We have paid by far the 
greater part of it, and yet it would take 
about as much of our labor products today 
to pay the remainder as it would have taken 
at prices in 1886 to pay the original debt. 

Take another case. In 1870 two farmers 
had each $1,000. One deposited his money 
in a vault, and the other put his inte 500 
bushels of wheat. ‘Today the farmer who 
hoarded his cash can buy with it 1,500 
bushels of wheat while the wheat farmer 
with his 500 bushels can exchange for only 
$333 in money. 

It will be seen from this that the capital of 
the cash farmer has increased, without in- 
terest, 50 per cent, while the other, who in- 
vested in labor products, has lost 66 per cent. 

When hoarded money can so increase its 
power over the products of toil, who can 
limit the evil that it Will inflict upon ag- 
riculture when it is loaned out at high rates 
of interest? 

Twenty years ago, when we had plenty of 
cheap money, labor was well paid, and its 
products commanded a good price. In re- 
ply to this some half-blind follower of the 
gold bug croakers Will say that the paper 
mohey of twenty years ago was not the 
equal of gold in value. Only one answer is 
necessary. That cheap money made the 


people of this country comfortable, fed and 


clothed them, educated their children, built 
their homes, built new towns and railroads, 
made the wilderness blossom as the rose, 
and made our toiling millions happy. That 
is a better record than the scarce and high- 
priced money of today can show. 

In judging the merits of opposing policies 
we must look at results. We had good times 
when we had a large volume of currency, 
and we have hard times with a small 
volume, The people have only to see how 
the two systems pan out,and then take 
their choice. 
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A Revolution in Railroading. 

The business of transportation was not 
mastered in the first fifty years of its exist- 
ence, and the indications are that it is about 
to undergo a revolution almost as great as 
the adoption of the railroad system itself 
The experiments made in Austria and Hun- 
gary have opened the. eyes of the world to 
the possibilities of transportation at low 
rates. Until a few years ago no one thought 
of anything but mileage as the basis of pas- 
senger fare, but now the zone system has 
demonstrated that mileage is not the true 
basis, for it does not represent the cost, 
which is much less for long than for short 
distances. In Hungary the fare is the same 
from a central point to any station within 
the first twenty-five kilometers and after 
that it is changed every fifteen kilometers up 
to 175. The next two zones are twenty-five 
kilometers wide, and beyond the 13th 
zone, which reaches the 225th kilometer 
post, the fare is the same to the limits of 
the country, all beyond the 13th zone 
being designated the 14th zone and charged 
for only twenty-five kilometers more than 
the 13th. The tickets are, for express 
trains, 24, 20 and 12 cents for first, second 
and third-class fare per zone. You pay that 
to go anywhere in the first twenty-five kilo- 
meters, and forany point in the 2d zone 
you pay 48, 40 and 24 cents respectively on 
express trains. On accommodation trains 
you pay a little less—20, 15 and 10 cents per 
zone. 

Thus a passenger on an express train, go- 
ing to the end of the 13th zone, a distance 
of 225 kilometers, or about 140 miles, 
would pay thirteen times the zone fare, or 
$3.12 for first-class, $2.60 for second, and 
$1.56 for third. 

For all distances beyond that only one 
zone ‘fare, or 24, 20 and 12 cents additional 
for first, second and third-class, is charged. 
As it is possiblein Hungary to travel 731 
kilometers, or about 457 miles, that dis- 
tance may be covered on an express train 
for $3.84, $2.80 and $1.92, Thisis only 
7-10, 4 and 4 of a cent perfmile. The rate 
up to the end of the 13th zone, or 140 miles, 
is 2.2, 1.7 and 1.1 cents a mile. The extent 
of reductioh from old rates is shown by the 
rates from Buda-Pesth to Kronstadt, which 
were heretofore 42, 31 and 22 gulden. Now 
they are 8.5, 8 and 4 gulden—a reduction of 
82 per cent. The result was an increase of 
133 per cent in the number of passengers 
during the first five months, and 169 per 
cent in the first eight. Travel between 
neighboring stations was increased in far 
greater ratio, the number of local passengers 
rising, in the first eight months, from a 
quarter of a million to fouranda quarter 
million—nearly twenty-fold. There is an 
extra charge for baggage, amounting to 10 
cents a hundred pounds for fifty-five kilo- 
meters, 20 cents up to 100 kilometers, and 
40 cents beyond’ that. From 110 to 220 
pounds, this rate is doubled, and beyond 
that quadrupled. 

The germ of this idea is in our suburban 
commutation tickets, which are not sold on 
a mileage basis, but if so rated, would aver- 
age aboutacent amile. The idea of the 
zone system of railway fares is said to have 
arisen from the postal system of the United 
States, where letters are carried to any part 
of the country for the same fee, 

Altogether the subject is a most promis- 
ing one, and the success of the experiments 
in Hungary has so impressed other countries 
that the zone system has been adopted in 
Austria, and is being seriously considered in 
France and Germany. 
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The Cotton Situation. 

The New York Financial Chronicle brings 
its cotton facts down to last Friday night. It 
says that for the week ending Friday even- 
ing the total receipts have reached 30,996 
bales, against 33,082 bales last week and 
38,591 bales the previous week, making the 
total receipts since the Ist of September,

This influence 
and its effect upon the Liverpool market 
caused on Thursday general buoyancy, 
which was maintained throughout the day, 
the latest figures being among the highest 


paid. Many who had been ‘‘short’’ for 


months covered their contracts. But the 
demand was pretty well met by the room 
traders, who bought on Wednesday and were 
sellers to realize profits. The receipts at in- 
terior towns fell off materially, and this fact 
was an element of strength. Friday there 
was an early decline in sympathy with a re- 
duction in values at Liverpool, where ex- 
cessive supplies and dull trade in Manches- 
ter are apparently dominating influences; 
but after the last call there was a buoyant 
market, in which the early decline was 
quickly recovered, owing to reports of a 
severe drought in the southwest. Cotton 
on the spot declined 1-16c. on Monday and 
again on Wednesday. At the lower prices 
a comparatively large business was done on 
Thursday for home consumption. Friday 
the market was firm, but quiet, at Sc. for 
middling uplands. 

The total sales for forward delivery for 
the week are 369,000 bales. For immediate 
delivery the total sales foot up 2,043 bales, 
including 175 for export, 1,868 for consump- 
tion, 

The figures indicate an increase in the 
cotton in sight of 805, 780 bales as compared 
with the same date of 1890, an increase 
of 915,318 bales as compared with the cor- 
responding date of 1889, and an increase of 
892,081 bales as compared with 1888. 

Reports by telegraph indicate that the 
temperature has in general been favorable 
for cotton. Very little rain has fallen, and 
in some sections it is needed. The outlook 
in Texas is quite promising. , 


The Vincent Case. 

The application for the pardon of Vincent, 
the defaulting state treasurer of Alabama, 
brings out the following comment from The 
Nashville American: 

Lengthy petitions are being circulated among 
the farmers of Alabama praying Governor Jones 
to grant a pardon to Isaac H. Vincent, the default- 
ing state treasurer, who is now serving his 
sentence in the mines. Just why these petitioners 
are so anxious to see this eminent thief given his 
freedom is not clearly stated, but we judge itis 
another outburst of that maudlin sympathy which 
exists more or less inevery human’s breast when 
appealed to by friends of men convicted of grave 
crimes. Vincent held an office of honor and profit, 
and very properly should have set an example to 
men farther down the ladder of life. Instead, he 
deliberately stole the people’s money, and then, 
when he knew detection was inevitable, he ran 
away. He was hunted down, an expensive 
amount of litigation followed, and after much de- 
lay he was landed in prison. There he should stay 
as a horrible example of what. dishonesty will do 
for those who follow the -crooked road instead of 
the straight pathway which leads to honor, wealth 
and contentment, 

There is another view of the case. Vin- 
cent has been wearing convict stripes several 
years in a coal mine. He has suffered dis- 
grace and punishment. He has endured the 
agony of seeing his loved ones left to battle 
with the world, and has been powerless to 
aid them. His health has broken down, and 
if he remains a convict there is nothing be- 
fore him but an untimely grave. 

It is no maudlin sentimentality in sucha 
case to interfere for the release of the pris- 
oner. The people of Alabama have very 
generally signed the petition for Vincent’s 
pardon. They believe that when a sentence 
is fora term of years it is wrong to enforce 
it to the full extent if it will cause death, 
The state has no right to take a prisoner’s 
life when the sentence does not call for it. 

Under the circumstances, if the governor 
of Alabama is satisfied as to the truth of the 
facts stated in the petition, he should not be 
criticised for granting a pardon. On the 
other hand, if Vincent is in good health, un- 
repentant and a dangerous man to beat large, 
it would be well to let him stay where he is. 

It strikes us that the demands of justice 
have been satisfied. When a prisoner is 
sentenced for aterm of years it is not abso- 
lutely necessary to wait until the last hour of 
his term expires before releasing him. If 
he has suffered, and has given substantial 
evidence of reformation, it is all right to 
turn him out before the expiration of his 
term, When the state has not condemned 
a man to death, it has no right to take his 
life in an indirect way, and for this reason 
alone, “upon the proper showing, many 
pardons have been granted, and will con- 
tinue to be granted, so long as we remain a 
Christian and civilized people.

2. What is the general teaching and spirit of the 
author of the text? All know Paul's words and 
life, taken as a whole, ate only second to 
Christ's, to stimulate, develop and elevate 
all to whom they come, Jew or Gentile, 
male or female. We also recall with what grati- 
tude and estcem he names many women, in 
Romans xvi, as his fellow laborers, and much 
else. Therefore, when here you meet words of so 
different sound and spirit, “It is ashame for a 
woman to speak in a church,“ Let her learn in 
quietness, with all subjection,” you know without 
study he is handling some local matter, not giv- 
ing general directions, for alltime. Paul, in sev- 
eral passages, recognizes slavery, but the general 
body and spirit of his epistles slowly put it away 
wherever they go. Then, what do you conclude 
as to the two or three exceptional texts? Yet, 
suppose one, with those in his hand, in the name 
of Paul, orders the freed millicns of Russia back 
into their old serfdom, or the great middle classes 
of England back to the vassalage of the feudal 
lords; so, however one does, who, by this text, in 
the name of Paul, orders women of today back 
into the silence and subjecticn of a cruel and ig- 
norant past. 

I add here, present facts often help to a right 
interpretation of doubtful texts, No one quest ons 
Mrs. Mary Hunt has done one of the best pieces 
of sure work in the temperance reform in this 
country. How? By speaking to mixed audiences 
in churches, by addresses to legislatures, and by 
her clear thinking, facts, arguments carrying con - 
viction and effecting results. So Miss Willard, 
Mrs. Lathrop with, thank God, a steadily growing 
list, south and north, and you say, When God so 
endows and endorses certain women, any text 
which is made to forbid them, is wrongly inter- 
preted, for God does not contradict himself,“ and 
your reasoning is irresistible. 

The third heip is to study the context. In the 
eleventh chapter he speaks of women in the 
churches of Corinth who “pray and prophesy” in 
the public worship. He makes no objection; he 
says later he wishes every one could do it. He 
also gives his own efinition of the word 
3 

It is to have enough of the spirit of wisdom and 
of God, to be able to speak to men, to edification, 
exhortation, comfort.“ So he freely and continu- 
ally uses the word, through his episties. Adam 
Clarke says rightly, our word “preach” most nearly 
expresses it. Paul., then, here recognizes and ap- 
proves certain women, who, in the public worship 
pray, and speak to men to their edification and 
com ort. Inthe 14th chapter occurs our text: 
“Let the women keep silence in the churches,” 
etc. Does he, then, in so short a space contradict 
himself? The chapter makes it clear. The church 
members were recent converts from Judaism and 
heathenism. Since his leaving their meetings had 
fallen into sad confusion. Several talking at once 
in unknown tongues, and otherwise noisy. He 
rebukes it sharply. “God is not the author of con- 

«fusion but peace.” Some of the women are in- 
volved, so he adds: Let the women keep silence 
in the churches; it is not petmitted unto them to 
speak, etc. 

Then he adds, and it throws light, “If they will 
learn anything let them ask their husbands at 
home.“ In their services men were allowed to in- 
terrupt the reader or speaker with 8 ge creas 
refutations and the like. Not only had the men 
been nosily abusing this privilege, but also the 

“women, though by Jewish law forbidden, had 
broken over with their questions and clamors. 
Paul tells them it is shameful conduct, and if 
they really want to Know about anything ask their 
husbands at home, who as we have seen in those 
days, were better informed than the women. 
Thus the text falls into its natural place and 
meaning. Missionaries today have very similar 
experiences, and often have to especially restraiu 
the women, whothus brought out of ignorance 
and ge by the freedom ofthe gospel, at first 
mistake liberty for license. Of course this 
rebuke of Paul had no reference to those women 
he has before recognized as able to 

ray and speak decorously to the profit of all. 
We know nothing definite, but safely presume the 
rebuke sent to women in Ephesus, through Tim 
othy, had a good cause. To take words, so ad- 
dressed to afew unruly women just outof heath- 
enism 1,800 years ago, bring them down to our 
day and mj them on all women as a general, all- 
time law of God, is something I hope you will not 
do, nor suppose Paul would approve. 

Men have no divine or other exclusiue right to 
the pulpit, nor has their success in the past been 
so amazing as to exclude the opinion others can 
do no better. At any rate, when here and there 
appears a gifte and devoted woman, 
willing to study and pray until she 
knows she has a message from God, let us 
open the way and hear. Ordainment is not 
of man, but Any woman has the natural 
right to do any good thing, which she can 
do well, wherever she chooses. There 1s a broad, 
good sense among men, which does not 
recognize a theology, allowing one woman to sing

vk to speak the same truth; that allows a 


woman to tell the story of the cross never ko well 
to an assembly of women, but hushes her to 
silence if half a dozen lost sinners of the other sex 
drop in. Clergymen have no longer monopoly of 
ideas, nor can they carry about in their keeping 
the opinions and consciences of the rest of the 
people. People everywhere sre more and more 
thinking for themselves and*they will. Tides of 
new and improved thought are setting in. No 
one can stand on the shore and order them back. 
They are coming, already here, and he who does 
not ride in upon them will be whelmed under 
them. Nor is this pro s in spite of, but be- 
cause of the Bible. The tendency of Judaism 
was to cramp and subject; the soul and 
spirit of Christianity is to open out, de- 
velop and give a future. The interpretations of 
the Bible which prevail are not the literal, but 
the spiritual, the liberating. You young people, 
both sons and daughters, learning now to exercise 
your gifts in good words and works, are our coun- 
try’s hope. Paul is 2 hearty friend and en- 
dorser. Draw from his spirit. You good women, 
whose devoted hearts and widening spheres of 
activity are doing so much to lessen the sin and 
sorrow and want of the world. You have in the 
great apostle no frowning dictator to silence you 
and remand you to the subjection of old and cruel 
days, but to cheer, sustain and be glad fellow 
laborer with you. Only one outdoes him—Jesus 


Christ.

Dr. McDonald preached as usual at ll a. m. and

“The Bible; Its Unity Proves Its Divinity,” was 
the subject of the morning sermon. 

Text, II Timothy, III, 16+ “All scripture 
givén by inspiration of God and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruc- 
tion in righteousness. That the man of God may 
be thoroughly furnished unto all good works.“ 

The doctor said these are among the last sayings 
of Paul. After stating clearly the probable time 
and circumstances under which the language of 


the text was used, he proceeded to refer to some 


of the objections that are urged against the Bible. 

1. Men argue that itis an antiquated book, and 
hence not adapted to the requirements of the 
nineteenth century. It is confessedly ancient, but 
if arevelation from God it never can be anti- 
quated or its truths disregarded or set at naught. 
But must stand as the revealed word of God, the 
one complete revelation for all ages. 

2. It is asserted thatthe language of the Bible 


is offensive to good taste, if not good morals. a 
To this objection, as indeed to others, the doctor 
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ker evinced a broad knowledge of the histoty 
natural science. 

But, in hoa of these objections,the Bible is 
surroun by a remarkabie accumulation of evi- 
dence. Its prophecies 

it reveals and especially its nence the 
hearts and lives of those that have 1 by its 
teachings and accepted the Savior which 

veals. Here it is, in small compass, a growth—a 
unit. It is the best historyof creation. The best 
history of hamanity, and most complete history 
of sin. The same declarations about God and sal- 
vation n the garden, end- 
ing with man redeemed. between, the de- 
scriptions of man's sins, Christ's redemption, etc., 
are a unit of description. This unity is the more 
remarkable if we consider the variety of men 
who wrote it. Men living in different ages, with 
differing circumstances, culture, etc., extending 
over 1,500 years, with no collusion with each other, 
and yet the same views of sin and man and God. 

With all these difficulties the work is one. The 
truths, all its truths, are fitly framed together. 
Wonderful how the variety of writers of the 
scriptures have all been guided to this unity. 
They must have been guided by one mind. The 
unity of law in all worlds proclaims the hand of 
one divine architect; so the unity of the Bible 
5 — that one governing, superintending 

pirit controlled the men who wrote its truths. 

This unity is realized in the unity of Christian 
experience and the formation of Christian char- 
acter which its truths create in all true Chris- 
tians. The differences which bewilder many an 
innocent thinker pass away when we reach the 
experience of believers. ‘Here, then, is wonderful 
unity. The Christian of the nineteenth century 
dies with the twenty-third psalm—nearly three 
thousand years old—on his lips. 

Furthermore, in unity of character, from» Abel 
to Abraham, from Isaiah to John the 
Baptist, from first to last the leading. 
essential character is the same. 

Upward toward God is the trend of every man 
whose heart and life are moulded by its truth. 

Therefore, 

* should study diligently, honestly the word 
of God. 

We should watch every and all attempts to de- 
part from its teachings. 

We should strive to preserve its unity. 

These last propositions were urged by Dr, Mc- 
Donald in his most earnest manner, alluding to 
what the Bibie has done for humanity. What it 
has done for and has been to us, under all circum- 
stances of life. Our duty to maintain it as a unit, 
not rejecting a passage here anda passage there 
to suit the convenience of our own wishes, but to 
r it, study it, be guided and comforted by 

t as a whole—as a unit. 

At the close of the sermon, as is the pastor's 
custom, the usual opportunity was given, and two 
oe were received into the fellowship of the 
church.

Mr. Lewis Preaches on the Sin and Cause 
of Selfishness.

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., June 7.—[Special.]— 
The regular commencement exercises of the 
Middle Georgia Military and Agricultural col- 
lege were opened on Thursday night by mem- 
bers of the primary departments. The college 
chapel was packed from pit to dome and hun- 
dreds were unable to gain entrance. The en- 
tertainment throughout was the most interest- 
ing of the many similar programmes that have 
been given atthe college. The doll drill, by 
forty little misses richly clad in antique 
matron garb of red dresses, with long white 
aprons and caps to match, was superbin every 
respect. The tableaux, with Now I lay 
me down to sleep” and instrumental, Nearer 
my God,to Thee“ were about as touching as 
could be. 

Just after the doll drill came thirty-six 
youngsters, representing as many Chinamen, 
dressed in oriental suits with the pigtail at- 
tachment, who furnished amusement for half 
an hour with ludicrous doings and sayings.

The Action of the Postmaster of El Paso in 
Refusing to Allow The El Paso Times to 
Be Transmitted Throughthe Mail, 


Simply because it contained as news an 
Associated Press dispatch” giving a 


synopsis of the opinion of the supreme court of | 


Louisiana compelling the secretary of state to 
submit at the next election a constitutional 
amendment passed by the last general assembly 
extending the charter of the Louisiana State Lot- 
tery twenty-five years, is deserving of the sever- 
est condemnation and censure, not only because 
of the injustice of such an arbitrary proceeding, 
but upon grounds of public policy. The business 
managerof The Times very properly had this 
postmaster, who bears the historic name of 
Smith, arrested for unlawfully detaining mail 
matter, and he was bound over to appear before a 
commissioner for trial, but the punishment, 
whatever it will be, evenif ever meted out after 
many months of delay, will not fit the crime. 


Nothing short of absolute and immediate official — 


decapitation, with whatever other 
punishment the law provides, would be 
proper for such officious intermedling wit h 
the mails. Ifthe United States mail is to be 
subjected to such scrutiny and exclusion by the 
postmaster of El Paso, the postmasters at the 
various other cities, towns, villages, hamlets and 
crossroads in the state and throughout the United 
States have the same right, power and authority, 
and are of course at liberty to do just as the post- 
master at El Paso has done. If the postmaster 
can stop the transmission of a newspaper because 
it has in it the decision of a court in regard to the 
Louisiana lottery, he can also stop it because it 
mentions the name of the lottery in it, and if he 
can do this he can stop The Post, because it inci- 
dentally mentions the name of the Louisiana Lot- 
tery Coinpany in criticising his official conduct. 
If hecan dothis, however, he can override the 
strongest bulwark of the liberties of the people 
and violate one of the plainest provisions in the 
constitution of the United States, thereby com- 
pletely throttling the press. 

Upon grounds of public policy the United States 
government should not tolerate such tampering 
with the mail. Itthrows open the doors to fraud 
and, if perinitted, will tendto make the service 
inefficient and unreliable. Why not detain a letter 
suspected of containing a lottery advertisement, 
and why not open it to ascertain if the detention 
is legal? It its contents are legal why then of 
course it might be permitted to continue on its 
journey. 

The great wrong done newspaper publishers, 
however, is to allow a postmaster to authorita- 
tively detain mail matter which in his opinion is 
illegal. He ought not to be permitted to do this. 
If the publisher has committed any wrong he can 
be held responsible and be made to guffer the 
penalty; but a postmaster may detain an entire 
edition of a newspaper, entailing a heavy loss 
upon the publisher, and yet when the matter 
comes to a final trial the court may decide that 
the papers are mailable. Thé damage has then 
been done the publisher, and there seems to be 
no adequate remedy for him. Suppose the politics 
of a newspaper are objectiogabie to the postmas- 
ters generally, and throughout the state they 
choose to hold a paper. because in their Opinion it 
is not mailable, it would thus put it within the 
poner of the postal department to stop the ¢circu- 
ation of a newspaper and bankrupt it, leaving 
the publisher with a lot of suits against postmas - 


ters as assets. Such a state of affairs leaves news- 


paper publishers without adequate remedy, and 
to allow such arbitrary conduct on the port of 
officious postmasters is contrary to the institu- 


tions of this government, and a violation of the. 


legal maxim that each wrong has its adequate 
remedy.— Houston, Tex., Post, May 16.
